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CHEMISTS ATTACK

SHEPPARD MEASUR E

Protest Against Clause Pre-

venting Use of Alcohol In

Laboratories.

The Chemical Bociety of Washington
has adopted a resolution calling upon
Congresa to modify thoo feature of
the 6heppardblll which Its members
fear seriously threaten the develop-me- nt

of legitimate and necewiry sci-
entific Industry.

A committee composed of II. C. Full-
er, of tho Institutes or Industrial h;

John: Johnston,- - of tho Carnegie
Institution: and Dr. Charles E. Munroe,
dean of tho School of Qraduato Studies
of Qeorgo Washington University, ms
appointed at a meeting Friday night at
the Cosmos Club to present tho reso-
lution to the District Committees.

Would Stop Experiments.
The resolution sets forth that the

bill in Its present form contains fea-
tures which would absolutely prevent
the use of grain alcohol In conducting
laboratory experiments ana analyses In
the District.

It would prevent, according to the
chemists, tho purchase or alcohol for
experimental work, and would prevent
the delivery of alcohol and samples
of products containing alcohol which
might be sent Into tho District to tie
analysed.

Congress, the resolution points out,
specifically provided In the food and
drugs act that tho United States Pharm-
acopoeia should be the Btandnrd used to
determine, the purity of drug products,
and In order to arrive at the propor
conclusions, the chemists declare It Is
necesnry to perform the tests prescribed
by" that standard.

Alcohol Is Needed. ,
Many of the analytical methods of tho

Pharmacopoeia, It la added, require tho
use of alcohol at ono stage or another
of 4ne manipulations. Consequently
the framem of tho resolution believe It
Is unreasonable to suppose that Con-
gress should ass a subsequent law
which would keep laboratories from
carrying out the details of analysis pre-
scribed.

The regulations of both tho food and
drugs act and the Insecticide act direct
that many analyses shall be performed
by methods made official by the Asso-
ciation of Official Agricultural Chemists,
and directed by the Sccrctnry of Agri-
culture. The methods provided, tho
resolution adds. In many Instances, re-
quire the use of alcohol.

Problems Are Vital.
Continuing, the resolution readj:
"All of the laboratories of the District

Are engaged In handling research prob-
lem of economic Importance, and since
the outbreak of tho war many new
problems have been taken ud for con-
sideration, some of which nroblcms are
vital to national defense. Alcohol plays
a large part In this work, and the
success of foreign mauufacturers hns
been due to a largo extent to their abil-
ity to obtain unlimited supplies of this
material.

"At the present time there Is ' an
enormous demand for chemical talent
In manufacturing Industries throughout
the country, and thero Is everv prospect
of this demand continuing- - Indefinitely.
ThM eduoaitlonal Institutions of tho
District are engaged In training young
men aid women for actual service In
this Important Held, and the success se

institutions is due In large meas-
ure to their ability to turn out high
class chemists and chemical engineers.
The study of chemlstrv requires large
laboratory practice, and one of tho im-
portant reactive agents, and ono which
is used to a large extent, la grain
alcohol."

West Virginia Improved
By Prohibition, He Says

That the value of real estate in West,
Virginia had been enhanced, and that
crime had diminished, since mat stale
went "dry," was tho statement of Judge
It W. Straley, of West Virginia, before
a mass meeting of twelve churches In
West Washington Baptist Church yes-
terday afternoon.

The representatives of the twelve
churches, with congregations aggregat
ing 11.000 members, passed resolutions
nnHnr the tiassage of the Sheppard pro
hlbttlon bill, and opposing a referen-
dum on the measure.

Other speakers wero Dr. E.. C. Dln- -
wtddle, national legislative superintend-n- t

of the Anti-Saloo- n League: J. H
Mitchell, of the Interior Department,
and B. Hilton Jackson.

Dr. Dinwiddle asserted the proposed
referendum would be Illegal. He
fVirre1 tho llnuor Interests were advo
eating the plan to delay consideration
of the bill.

Mr. Mitchell told how prohibition was
brought about in North Carolina.

Judge Straley denied that prohibition
h anything to do with financial diffi-
culties in West Virginia. He said the
outbreaks among mine workers had
made necessary the employment of
troops almost continuously for a year,
and that this was costly.

He quoted statistics to show that busi-
ness had Increased since the bill was
passed and that property values had
risen.

A large number of Sunday schools, all
over the city, yesterday took a vote on
the Sheppard bill, and today sent this
Information to the Senate.

Among those which took such action
were the West Washington Ilaptlst
Church, Calvary M. B West Street
Presbyterian, Congress Street M. P.,
Dumbarton Avenue M, E., Evangelical
Lutheran, and Christ Episcopal.
